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Cooling structure for projection apparatus 
utilizes a partition to form a double-layer 
structure, having first and second region. The 
first region is installed a first inlet, and 
between first and second region is installed 
second inlets. A plurality of the sound sources 
and heat elements are placed in the second 
region. A fan is installed in the second region 
for blowing the air from the first inlet turn to 
the second inlet, for cooling the heat elements, 
then exhausting the hot air from the projection

apparatus via an air duct in front of an outlet. 
Furthermore, using the partition and air duct can 
be increased the propagation distance of sound so 
as to reduce the noise and avoid light leak. 
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
